Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
state  of  Public  Health  in  the  Urban  District  of  Frinton  and 
Walton  for  the  year  1969*  The  Report  includes  that  of  the 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  same  period.  The  state 
of  Public  Health  in  the  District  remains  satisfactory  as  in 
the  previous  year. 

The  corrected  birth  rate  remains  at  around  the  same 
level  as  in  the  previous  year  at  15 .1  compared  with  the 
National  figure  of  16.3*  The  number  of  live  births  was  125 
exactly  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year,  and  again  only  one 
infant  death.  The  number  of  illegitimate  births  increased  by 

3 to  a total  of  14 • The  corrected  death  rate  at  11.5  remains 
much  the  same  as  before,  compared  with  the  National  rate  of 
11.9.  Consideration  of  the  tables  giving  causes  of  death 
shows  that  deaths  from  all  forms  of  Cancer  numbered  36,  a 
decrease  of  4 from  the  previous  year  and  includes  8 cases  of 
Lung  Cancer.  There  was  one  death  from  Tuberculosis.  There 
were  also  85  deaths  from  Heart  Disease  and  52  from  Cerebral 
Haemorrhage , the  latter  showing  an  increase  from  the  previous 
year  of  13 « 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  remains  low  with 
only  13  cases  of  Measles  and  one  case  of  Food  Poisoning. 

The  number  of  children  attending  the  County  Clinics 
for  immunisation  amounted  to  798  which  includes  349  injections 
against  Diphtheria,  Pertussus  and  Tetanus,  319  against  Polio- 
myelitis, 114  against  Measles  and  31  vaccinations  against 
Smallpox.  The  number  is  less  than  last  year  owing  to  some  of 
this  work  being  taken  over  by  General  Practitioners, 
particularly  vaccination  against  Smallpox. 

The  water  supply  remains  satisfactory  as  in  previous 
years  both  in  quality  and  quantity.  The  amount  supplied 
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remains  almost  identical  to  last  year  at  about  230  million 
gallons.  The  precise  figures  and  details  of  the  analyses 
carried  out  are  given  elsewhere  in  the  Report. 

Progress  continues  to  be  made  with  the  various  sewage 
schemes  and  the  new  Pumping  Station  at  '/Talton  came  into 
operation  in  June,  which  obviates  the  discharge  of  crude 
sewage  into  the  sea.  It  is  hoped  that  the  schemes  for  the 
whole  area  will  be  completed  early  in  1970. 

The  increasing  amount  of  legislation  has  resulted  in 
a considerable  addition  to  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Public 
Health  Staff.  This  is  particularly  felt  during  the  holiday 
season. 


In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  express  my  gratitude 
to  the  Council,  the  Public  Health  Committee,  and  Officers  of 
the  Council  for  their  co-operation  and  support  during  the 
year,  and  to  the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  my 
thanks  for  their  excellent  work.

Practically  the  whole  of  the  water  supplied  to  the 
Urban  District  was  obtained  from  the  Dedham  Pimping  Station  of 
the  Tendring  Hundred  Waterworks  Company,  with  some  assistance 
from  the  Company's  subsidiary  sources  at  Lawford,  Stratford  St. 
Mary  and  Higham. 

The  quantity  of  v/ater  supplied  to  the  Erin  ton  and 
Walton  district  in  the  12  months  ended  31st  December,  1969? 
amounted  to  230.216  million  gallons,  an  average  daily 
consumption  of  0.631  million  gallons,  with  a peak  of  0.909 
million  gallons  per  day. 

The  total  quantity  taken  for  domestic  purposes  during 
the  year  was  192.680  million  gallons,  an  average  daily 
consumption  of  O.528  million  gallons.  The  total  amount  taken 
through  trade  meters  was  37*536  million  gallons,  an  average 
daily  consumption  of  0.103  million  gallons. 

The  total  number  of  connections  (domestic  and  trade) 
made  in  the  year  to  the  Company's  mains  in  the  Urban  District, 
amounted  to  92. 

Approximately  1,892  yards  of  new  mains  of  2",  3"?  4"? 

6",  9"  and  12"  diameter  have  been  laid  in  the  Frinton  and  Walton 
district  during  the  year.

REMARKS 

These  samples  are  practically  clear  and  bright  in 
appearance,  have  a reaction  on  the  alkaline  side  of  neutrality 
and  are  free  from  metals  apart  from  a minute  trace  of  iron. 

The  water  is  hard  in  character  but  its  hardness  and  its 
content  of  mineral  and  saline  constituents  in  solution  are  not 
excessive.  It  conforms  to  the  highest  standard  of  organic 
quality  and  bacterial  purity. 

These  results  are  indicative  of  a water  which  is  pure 
and  wholesome  in  character  and  suitable  for  public  supply 
purposes . 

All  samples  were  analysed  by  the  Counties  Public 
Health  Laboratories. 


The  Kirby-le-Soken  water  supply  continues  to  provide 
water  satisfactory  in  both  quality  and  quantity. 

The  source  of  this  private  supply,  is  an  underground 
spring  and  the  water  is  piped  from  a collecting  point  to  seven 
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standpipes  in  the  main  street  of  the  Village.  Maintenance  of 
pipelines  and  standpipes  is  undertaken  by  Trustee's. 

Domestic  well  water  supplies  were  kept  under 
observation  throughout  the  year.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  new  pumping  station  at  Walton  and  the  sewage 
disposal  works  at  the  Naze,  came  into  operation  in  June  and  the 
discharge  of  crude  sewage  to  the  sea  at  Walton-on-the-Naze 
ceased  for  all  times  except  in  periods  of  very  heavy  rainfall, 
when  screened  storm  sewage  is  discharged  through  the  East 
Terraco  overflows. 

Contract  works  for  the  provision  of  punping  stations  at 
Print on-on-Sea  and  Kirby-le-Solcen  continued  but  were  not 
completed  at  the  end  of  the  year.  It  is  expected  that  the 
works  will  be  completed  in  the  Spring  of  1970?  when  the  Kirby- 
le-Soken  and  Great  Holland  Sewage  Disposal  Works  will  be  taken 
out  of  operation,  and  the  discharge  of  crude  sewage  to  sea 
through  the  Frinton  outfall  will  cease,  except  in  times  of 
storm  and  after  passing  through  stilling  ponds.

There  are  two  private  bathing  pools  in  the  area,  one 
each  at  the  Lawn  Tennis  Club,  Frinton-on-Sea  and  the  Martello 
Caravan  Site,  Nal ton-on- the-Naze . Both  pools  are  kept  under 

observation  when  in  use  during  the  summer  months,  and  residual 
chlorine  tests  made  frequently.  The  waters  are  examined  by

HOUSING  HATTING  LIST

The  hullc  of  butchers  meat  sold  by  local  Retailers,  is 
obtained  from  Wholesale  Suppliers.  There  are  no  slaughter- 
houses in  the  District.  The  Council's  Public  Health 
Inspectors  make  routine  inspections  of  all  meat  and  meat 
products  stored  and  exposed  for  sale  locally.  It  was  necessary 
during  the  year  to  condemn  as  unfit  for  consumption,  only  a 
small  quantity  of  meat.

BAKEHOUSES 

Regular  visits  of  inspection  are  made  to  the  5 
registered  3akohouses.  As  reported  previously,  there  is  an 
increasing  need  for  the  provision,  in  less  congested  areas,  of 
larger  premises  provided  with  ample  room  for  accommodating 
plant  and  all  the  miscellaneous  equipment  employed  in  modern 
bakery  practice,  as  well  as  generous  staff  working  space,  to 
replace  bakeries  in  which  the  congested  conditions  obtaining 
are  interfering  with  the  maintenance  of  a good  standard  of 
food  hygiene , 
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POOD  HYGIENE 


No  opportunity  is  lost,  during  inspections,  in 
emphasizing  to  managements  and  explaining  to  food  handlers  the 
necessity  of  maintaining  a high  standard  of  hygiene  in 
catering  establishments  and  all  types  of  food  shops. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


REFUSE  COLLECTION 


Three  modern  rear-loading  refuse  collection  vehicles 
are  engaged  in  the  regular  weekly  removal  of  domestic  and 
other  refuse.  An  additional  vehicle  is  brought  into  use 
during  the  summer  months  in  the  provision  of  special  refuse 
collections  from  Hotels,  Boarding  Houses,  Restaurants  and 
Caravan  Sites.  Trade  Refuse  is  removed  from  business  premises 
by  arrangement  with  Managements. 

An  ever-increasing  volume  of  refuse  is  put  out  for 
collection,  resulting  from  an  expanding  population  and  an 
increased  refuse  output  per  head.  In  addition,  less  refuse  is 
disposed  of  in  homes  as  domestic  boilers  and  open  fires  are 
steadily  being  replaced  by  forms  of  central  heating.  The 
quantity  of  refuse  dealt  with  during  1969,  was  approximately 
37,600  cubic  yards. 

Income  from  all  refuse  collection  and  disposal  sources 
amounted  to  £1,194* 


The  number  of  premises  at  which  paper  sacks  are  in  use 
for  storing  refuse  is  increasing,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  at 
least  750  dwellings  were  employing  sacks  as  well  as  a number  of 
other  premises  including  hotels  and  other  catering 
establishments.  Sack  holders  are  provided  by  householders. 
Sacks  to  service  the  holders  are  provided  by  the  Council. 


Householders  made  good  use  of  the  Council ' s Refuse 
Disposal  Site  at  Kirby-le-Sokcn,  for  the  free  disposal  facilities 
facilities  offered  for  reject  furniture  and  large  articles  of 
household  equipment.  Many  householders  used  their  own 
transport  for  the  purpose . Others  employed  Council  transport 
on  private  works  orders. 
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REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


At  the  close  of  the  year,  negotiations  were  nearing 
completion  for  the  leasing  to  the  Council  of  approximately  7:f 
acres  of  land  as  an  extension  to  the  Refuse  Disposal  Site  in 
Halting  Lane,  Kirby-1 e-Soken.  The  land,  which  lies  immediately 
adjacent  to  the  existing  Disposal  Site , is  low-lying  and  very 
suitable  in  every  way  for  the  disposal  of  refuse.  If 
negotiations  for  the  additional  land  are  satisfactorily 
concluded,  it  is  anticipated  that  the  future  for  refuse  disposal 
will  be  secure  for  at  least  10  years  provided  existing  methods 
of  disposal  are  permitted  to  continue. 

Rodents  are  controlled  on  Refuse  Disposal  land  by 
poisoning  campaigns,  and  anti-fly  and  insect  measures  are  under- 
taken regularly. 

CIVIC  AMITIES  ACT,  1967. 

During  1969;  action  was  taken  in  respect  of  39  abandoned 
or  unwanted  motor  cars.  Contractors  removed  2 6 of  the  vehicles 
by  arrangement  with  the  Council,  owner's  removed  8 cars 
following  informal  action,  and  5 cars  were  destroyed  at  the 
Refuse  Disposal  Site.  For  abandoning  cars  and  failing  to  comply 
with  informal  notice,  the  owners  of  2 cars  were  successfully 
prosecuted  by  the  Council  in  pursuant  of  Section  19  (l)  of  the 
Act. 

STREET  SCAVENGING. 

The  cleansing  of  County  and  District  Roads  is  carried  out 
by  Lacre  Mechanical  Sweeping  Vehicle,  and  some  hand  sweeping. 

The  machine  has  achieved  a good  standard  of  carriageway  cleansing 
throughout  the  area.  Street  gully  cleansing  is  carried  out 
regularly  by  mechanical  means.
